Deadly To rnado es Kill 2 1 0 in Midwest 


Monroe Storm Damage 
Described by R eporter

MONROE, Mis. (Special)—“ It’s 
unb elievab le . . . it's like a b omb 
hit Monroe . . . it’s akin to what 
the cities in Europe must have 
looked like after a raid of our 
b omb ers during the war . . 
— 
these are some comments b eing 
heard on city streets today in 
the wake of Sunday 's vicious tor­ 
nado. 
The easiest way to describ e the 
destruction caused b y the twister 
is that the whole west side b usi­ 
ness district of Monroe simply 
does not exist any more, save for 
the ruins and wreckage. 
Called to Duty 


Monroe 
National 
Guardsmen, 
called to duty to prevent sight­ 
seers and looters from visiting 
the scene of the disaster, are on 


duty at all street intersections and 
at all piles of rub b le where b usi­ 
ness firms stood until ab out 2:30 
p.m. Sunday . 


The Monroe Ramb ler dealership 
is almost completely gone. The 
b uilding has b een flattened to al­ 
most ground level and according 
to early reports, the firm lost at 
least 50 new cars and an untold 
numb er of used models. One of 
the new cars was literally picked 


j up and tossed for ab out 200 y ards 
; to the front lot of a super market 
! which was also destroy ed. The 
remaining cars on the property of 
the firm appear as if a giant child 
went on a rampage b ecause of a 
reb uke b y his parents and tore his 
toy s to pieces. If it weren’t for 
sections of new chrome and paint 
an ob server wouldn't b e ab le to 
tell the cars were new . . . they 


would appear to b e nothing more 
than rusting hulks in a salvage 
y ard. 
Flattened 
The super market has b een flat­ 
tened as if a giant foot stepped 
on it. Destruction to the b uilding 
and its contents are almost im­ 
possib le to describ e. 
The Chry sler dealer sustained 
at least the same amount of dam­ 
age as did the Ramb ler firm. On 
a quick tour of the disaster area 
late this morning, this writer saw 
at least 25 new vehicles lined up 
in an open air parking lot heav ily 
damaged. Every one of the cars 
had major damage to the b ody 
and all the glass in the cars was 
shattered. 
The twister was not selective 
in the price range of the vehicles

CRYSTAL LAKE, III. (AP) — 
The cleanup b egan today after a 
vicious series of tornadoes and 
wind 
storms 
lashed 
northern 
Illinois, causing seven deaths 
and almost $6 million damage 
Sunday . 
Hardest hit was this commu­ 
nity of 8,000 ab out 45 
miles 
northwest of Chicago. 


A twister cut through the city 
in 
the 
afternoon, 
and 
within 
minutes 
five 
residents 
were 
dead. A sixth victim, a 5-j ear- 
old b oy , died in Island Lake, 
ab out six miles east. 


$4 Million Estimate 


The McHenry County sheriff's 
office estimated $4 million dam ­ 
age in Cry stal Lake and Island 
Lake. Homes were flattened and 


b usiness places destroy ed b y the 
violent winds, which 
shattered 
what had b egun as the first 
pleasant Sunday of spring. 


The tornado was one of sev­ 
eral that lashed the northeast­ 
ern corner of the state. Even in 
those areas where 
no funnel 
clouds were sighted, high winds 
raged.
